“Mr. Hallett —You are authorized 
tosay in your paper that on Saturday, 
the day the verdict was given, [in S. 
D. Greene’s libel case against Moore 
& Sevey] lL beard Mr. Thomas French, 
one of the jury inthat case, speaking 
of the two jurors who stood out, when 
he made aremark to this effect—that 
Mr Greene had contradicted his own 
testimony, and that he had to work, or 
did work all night to dana it into them, 
meaning the two jurors. He also said 
that ifit had not been for Mr. Hallett 
he would have done well enough. This 
is the exact meaning of his language, 
and I am sure he said ‘‘damn it into 
them.’ Tam ready when called on to 
testify to this, and I leave my name 
with you to be used when called for, 
Boston July 30.” 
"Phe indictment alleged that this par- 
agraph charged Mr. French with hav- 
ing used profane, illegal, indecent and 
improper conduct to force the verdicl* 
into.the two jurors. 

{Upon the supposition that the tran-

Sevey’s case, concerning which there 
has been some controversy, would be

Afterwards in a conversa- 
tion, in Joel Thaver’s store, where he 
again admitted the authorship of the 
piece, we agreed to leave the injury he 
had done me out to three men, neither 
masons or anti-masons. I named 
Messrs. Prescott and Derby, and he 
was to bring his man to their office the 
next day; but instead of coming, he 
sent a letter, denying that he was the 
author of the piece.

The Election. 

It has ever been, and probably will 
ever continue te be, a favorite object 
with jesuitical political partizans, to 
magnify mole-hills into mountains,—to 
attach an artificial consequence to events 
that, intrinsically, are of little or no 
importance, —in order to carry mea- 
sures, by means of bug-bears—by ope- 
rating upon the fears of the ill-informed 
—that cannot be carried by the mere 
force of argumeft. Among politicians 
this matter is perfectly well understood ; 
but by the community at large it is not. 
Hence it is that we often see public 
opinion so operated upon as, in our 
elections, to produce results which are 
neither justified by the facts in the case, 
nor warranted by any conclusions that 
can, by a fair and legitimate course of 
reasoning, be deduced from them. 

In this class ef political trickery, 
ranks that most common one, of identi- 
fying the success of some particular 
national measure with our local elec- 
tions. -And so far is this carried, that, 
at one time, we are gravely told that 
the safety of the tariff is to depend on 
the election of men of this or that poli- 
tical party to our State legislature! At 
another time, if we would: secure the 
re-chartering of the UnitedStates Bank, 
we must eleet this or that list of candi- 
dates for our State Senate! And ata 
third, if we would secure a just influ- 
ence inthe Councils of the Nation, we 
must elect this or that candidate for 
governor of the Commonwealth! Was 
there ever anything more ridiculous— 
more absurd—more entirely unsound? 
Were not the facts against us,we should 
boldly contend that there is nota man ip 
the community incapable of detecting 
the fallacy of such reasoning. It is not 
in the nature of our system of govern- 
ment that the Representatives, Senators 
or Governors ofthe States,can interfere 


with, influence or control, in the remo- 
test degree, the administration of the 
National affairs, in any other way 
than through their respective delegations 
in Congress What influence then can 
the election of the candidates for State 
officers of one party, more than those 
of another, have on questions of Na- 
tional policy? None at all. 

Pursuing this plan of gullibility, 
these sapient politicians undertake to 
tell us that the election of Judge Mor- 
ton would go to commit and pledge the 
vote of the State to Mr. Van Buren 
for the next President! Mr. Editor, I 
would not commit the State to any man 
who has yet been named asa candidate 
for the next Presidency; and if I cou!d 
be made to believe that his election 
would be pledging the State, or me, 
to support Mr. Van Buren for that of- 
fice, Mr. Morton would not get my vote. 
But the subterfuge is too shallow to ob- 
tain credence among men of common 
sense. You might, with as much pro- 
priety, say to me that the election of a 
Democratic Republican for Mayor of 
your city, would bind the State to elect 
a Democratic Republican for its gover- 
nor. Or, thatif the State should elect 
a Democrat for governor, it necessapi- 
ly follows that the city is bound to elect 
a Democrat for Mayor! They are paral- 
lel cases, and so perfectly absurd that 
it would be an insult offered to the un- 
derstanding of your readers, to attempt 
a more thorough refutation of their fal- 
lacy; or to undertake seriously to con- 
vince them that our State organization 
can have no influence on the present 
policy, or future organization of the 
National government. Whatever party 
writers may urge to the contrary, the 
question is one that comes within the 
common sense undeérstancing of all 
classes of the people, and they will 
judge of it for themselves.
